"Must Men Hate? The Nature Of Prejudice." 

A meeting under the sponsorship of the American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU) was held Friday evening, January 21, 
1966, at MoKinley Junior High School Auditorium, 325 South 
Oak Knoll, Pasadena, California, from 8:00 to 10:30 P.IvL 
There were approximately 110 persons in attendance, 50^ of 
whom seemed to he middle aged, 25?^ elderly and 255^ young adults 
(l8-24yrs.) 

The chairman of the meeting was Dro Norman H. Brooks, 
Ph.D. of Gal Tec, and a memher of the Altadena-Pasadena Human 
Relations Council, who also acted as moderator of the panel 
discussion on the topic, "Must Men Hate? The Nature Of Prejudice." 

The meeting was open to the general public, and there v/as 
nofifearge for admission. However, there were two collection bas- 
kets outside the auditoriiom that you- were to donate to on your 
way out to help "defray" the cost of the auditorium and mail 
outs of the A.C.L.U. 

The first speaker on the panel was Dr. Isidore Zifer stein, 
Ph.D., psychiatrist and a member of the board of the Southern 
California A.C.L.U. He was introduced by Dr. Brooks as were 
all the panelist o Dr. Zifersteins topic on the panel v/as the 
mechanics of why men hate. He discussed this from a psychiatric 
standpoint as to the motivations that cause men to hate. 

The next speaker was Dr. Jerome Wolf, Ph.D. history 
professor, and advisor to the pasadena City College Human Relations 
Committee. Dr. Wolfs discussion was on the fc^ths of why men 
hate, from the start of the slavery of the Negro in 
America up til nov/. ^

The third speaker, Mr. Lee Bro\7ne, chemistry instructer, 
ohairman of the Science Department at Blair High School 
in Pasadena, and a memher of the Pasadena Chapter of C.O.H.E. 
Mr. Brovmes discussion was why the Eegro hates. His reasons were 
the ^/^^ supressions of the Kegro over the past hundred odd 
years. He feels that the Negro has a right to hate due to the fact 
he has been denied all his rights, is forced to live in Ghettos,

The last speaker was Mr. John Lyons assistant executive 
director of the Los Angeles County Commission Of Human Relations. 
Mr. Lyons topic was to he what the County is doing to elivate 
the conditions in the "South Central Los Angeles Area." Although 
he talked at some length and named a few projects that his com- 
mission is working on, he never gave any answers as to what they 

were going to do. 

Following the formal discussions the floor was opened for ^ 
questionso There was only S major question asked to the panel 
and that one Dr. Zifer stein had to almost ask himself, he wanted 
to give the answer so hadly. The question was what were his, . 
Dr. Zifer steins, solutions to the problem in the Watts Axea. 

His answer was (l) to have the" Federal Government, State 
Government, or Local Government buy up all the land of the 
properties that were burned out during the riots last August. 
(2) train the people in Watts to be construction workers, paying 
them a good wage while training them. ^3) let these people go 
into the area and build high quality - low cost housing for the 
people. (4) his final recommendation was to have Chief Parker 
removed from office, which brought quite an ovation from those 
present. 

The meeting broke up promptly at 10:30 P.M. for the school 
had to close the Auditori\3m. - ..

A full agenda faces the January 29-30 
plenary meeting of the Union's national 
Board of Direaors in New York City. 
.Present will be all members of the Board, 
including those from each of the ACLU's 
thirty-six ajfiliates. 

First to be resolved is the Union's posi- 
tion on the issue of fair trial and free press. 
On the one hand, the ACLU has stead- 
fastly held as its core principle the inviola- 
bility of First Amendment freedoms, in- 
cluding the right of newspapers and elec- 
tronic media to report all matters which 
they deem newsworthy. On the other, the 
Union has consistently urged throughout 
its history ever more rigorous standards of 
due process, including methods of insur- 
ing impartial judges and juries. The ques- 
tion was brought to a head after the Ken- 
nedy assassination: it is^^generally conceded 
that as a result of the conduct of the Dallas 
police and the communications media 
when Oswald was taken into custody, he 
could not have had a fair trial anywhere 
in the United States. 

Three questions growing out of the 
Vietnam war require decision: 
11 The ACLU has not opposed the draft 
law as such since it was enaaed in 1940 
on the general grounds that the claims of 
national security were beyond its com- 
petence, although it has pressed for 
widening of the narrow definition of con- 
scientious objection and the elimination 
of racial discrimination in the armed serv- 
ices. Norman Thomas and other members 
of the Board have urged a stronger stand, 
saying that "compulsory military service 
is today the greatest single infringement 
upon the freedom of the individual, the 
greatest assertion of the coercive power 
of the state." 

The draft law presently provides for ex- 
emption of those who object conscien- 
tiously to taking part in all wars. The ques- 
tion now is whether the ACLU should de- 
cide to go further and declare that objec- 
tion to a particular war comes within the 
civil liberties orbit. 

Whether there is a constitutional and 
civil liberties • issue involved in the fact 
that the war in Vietnam is being con- 
duaed without a declaration of war by 
Congress. 

The Board will then take up civil rights 
legislation — and decide to which of the 
various bills being prepared for Con- 
gressional action the Union should give 
prior ity. 
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ACLtJ national Board Chairman Ern^t 
who will wield the gaveSrat 
the Tanuary 29-30 plenary meeting 
of trie Union's Board of Directors. 

The final substantive civil liberties issue 
oh the agenda is discrimination in private 
organizations. The issue raises questions 
concerning the balance between freedom 
of association and privacy on the one 
hand, and equal treatment on the other. 

The major organizational question is 
whether to retain in the Union's Consti- 
tution and By-Laws the "1940 Resolution" 
which bars Communists, Fascists, Ku 
Kluxers, and other totalitarians from the 
ACLU's governing councils and staflF — 
or to substitute a proposal made by the 
Southern California affiliate that "support 
of civil liberties as guaranteed in the Con- 
stitution of the United States" should be 
the sole qualification for membership or 
oflSce in the Union. »^

"The above meeting was held on March I8, 1966, Friday, 
at Hollywood High School Auditorium, 1521 No, Highland Ave., Los 
Angeles, Calif. The meeting began at 8:30 P.M. and was concluded 
at about 11:00 P.M. 
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"Approximately 8OO persons attended predominately 
Caucasian. All age groups appeared to be represented with 
about approximately one-third being college or high school age. 

"Chairman JOE HAMMER, of Discussion Unlimited, opened 
the meeting with some explanation of the purposes of Discussion 
Unlimited? -to hear various and ' controversial '. points of view, 
but with no intention of coming to conclusions; to allow full 
discussion, whibh will 'contribute to the better working of our 
democracy' . During the £^ledge of allegiance to the flag, led 
by JOE HAMMER, only a scattering of persons said 'under God.'.. 

"ROBERT SCHEER, on stage as. one of the speakers, stood 
with his hands, clasped behind him, and a large percentage of the 
audience laughed and clapped after the _£ledge of ^allegiance, 

"Five men were seated on stage during the program. 
Mr. HAMMER introduced the Reverend H, LYNN JXDNDAHL, co-chairman ' 
of San Gabriel Valley Emergency' Council on the Crisis in American 
Poreijgn Policy, as chairman of the evening.

""Rev. JONDAHL stated that respect must be given the 
dissenting conscience. He asked, 'V/hat does it do to democracy 
to inhibit constructive debate?' He stated that no speaker has 
been obtained for the ' administratiorfe ' point of view tonight, 
because all evidence seemed to point to one case only, that of 
dissent. But he did say that the most persuasive argument " - 
against the position of the panel tonight is that dissent ex- 
pressed in open discussion may be interpreted by the Viet Cong 
as weakness and thus -prolong the encounter in Vietnam. 

"Reyerend JONDAHL, after a lengthy discourse, intro- 
duced one of the advertised speakers, STMOEY K, SHEINBAUM, ' He 
was said to have returned in February of this year from Vietnam 
and Cambodia, and formerly was campus head of the Michigan State. 
University Vietnam Advisory Group. He is now an economist with 
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"the Center for the Study of Democratic Institutions at Santa 
Barbara, California, He was also introduced as an editor of 
_Ramparts Magazines__ (subscription blanks to which were passed 
out to the audience, as well as on the steps of the. high school 
auditoriuin_(see attached). 

"Mr, SHEINBAUM made reference to having to pledge 
allegiance to the jTlag because the meeting was held in a. public 
school building. He ^Iso stated that since the meeting was 
opened by a minister he would read from the scripture. Proverbs 
25, 17 and 18. His reading made reference to one who holds a 
dog by the ears. The audience applauded with laughter. He con- 
tinued by stating that he had been in Vietnam for eleven years 
(possibly as an advisor under the Diem regime, did he say?) Mr. 
SHEINBAUM asked how the United States had permission .to bomb' 
Cambodia. He questioned the U.S. contention that Cambodia is 
being used as a staging area, a sanctuary from the South Viet- 
namese. He asked 'How can it (Cambodia) manage .to be neutral?' 
He ■ stated that the balance between Communism and Capitalism is- 
alien to Cambodia. They have a socialist system in a monarchy, 
and it is stable, he contended. 'Thailand and Vietnam .are eat- 
ing away at Camboda', he stated, and added that to Cambodia 
'China and Communism are only transitory threats.' 

"SHEHJBAUM contended that he and ROBER SCHEER travelled 
all over the Northeast province of Cambodia by plane, Jeep, on 
foot, etc., but could find 'nothing of the staging area .or trail'. 
He stated, 'There is no possibility of the Ho Chi Mirih.jtrail 
coming through! » He said the charge is also made (by the U.S. ' 
government) that military goods come from Laos through Route 19. 
He joked about the possibility of this charge having a factual 
basis because he said bridges were'out and roads overgrown. He 
mentioned talking with' an Australian ambassador and" military 
attache from Austrialia. 'He found nothing too', said SHEINBAUM,, 
facetiously. 

"SHEINBAUM stated that only three reporters had gone 
into Cambodia, himself, SCHEER, and one whqm many in the audienqe 
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"might know, who was formerly with the L.A. Times and is now the 
Time-Life representative in Southeast Asia. He referred comically 
to his friend, PIN PERRY* s statement relative to Feb. 25 Life 
Magazine, page 36, and the map showing Ho Chi Minh _trail coming 
through Cainbodia, which he suggested was contrary to the re- 
portet»»s findings. He asked if HENRY LUCE was official, and 
suggested that the U.S. may be looking for a pretext 'to go into 
Cambodia' . 

"Touching on Thailand, SHEINBAUM said the war for 
national liberation is going on in Northeast Thialand. He said 
the U.S. has five maj'or airbases in Thialand and U.S... planes fly 
over North Vietnam daily « He contendsThat in Thialand today 
we have as many troops as were in Vietnam arpor ago. He hopes 
that through U.S. social and economic aid Thialand can have peace, 
but it will habe to be slow. 

"SHEINBAUM discussed the Saigon government, stressing 
its upheavals and weaknesses, and said when General KY calls a 
meeting of the heads of his council, nooyie shows up. He said 
the 'New York Times says Hanoi is more determined than ^ver'. 
According to Rand Corporation statistics, he said, 1,000 Viet 
Cong defect a month now, while 9^000 South Vietnamese defect. 
'Twelve years of military effort is not enough', said SHEINBAUM. 
He referred to a Major General LANSDALE whose approach to the 
Vietnam problem represented the ' ant i- Communist - C.I. A. approach'. 
He said General LANSDALE has no solution at all. 'The U.S. wants 
to do good in its heart, but for twelve years itj[_s ' approach is 
negative.' SHEINBAUM stated that the lesson coming out of " 
Honolulu - the- solution is to withdraw! He asked 'Why are we 
going into Cambodia?' He stated that the war is spreading latterly 
into Thialand, that the administration believes war in China is ' 
inevitable. 'The U.S. is making sure of control of the 'South- 
east Asia peninsula',, said SHEINBAUM. He concluded by stating 
that military activity in Thialand is increasing and Cambodia- 
is 'being secured', and the peace offensive in Washington con- 
tinues with only 'talk'. 

"The featured speaker of the evening was ' introduced by 
Rev. JONDAHL, Master Sergeant DON DUNCAN. He was called the 
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"military editor of _Ramparts Magazine_^ was said to have served 
ten years in the U.S. Army^ with six years in Special Forces and 
eighteen months in Vietnam as a member of the ^ Green. Beret ^ unit. 

"Sgt. DUNCAN said he met ROBERT SGHEER in Oakland 
where he attended a protest rally of 12^000 pei?son5* He said 
he also met Vice President HUMPHREY and talking to him ^is like 
talking to a TVS he statedo' Sgt. DUNCAN said now he is 'in-, 
volved in middle class hang-ups like ca,f payments,* 

"In Sgto DUNCAN^s introduction;, he said he would . 
answer questions that he anticipated^ such as: What made 1119 
change my mind (-and leave the service)? The answer^ he gaid^ 
was the same reason he went into the Army* was interested 
in my country S he stated. He added that if persons were ex- 
pecting him to condemn the military ^ the would be disappointed. 
^It is not my purpose to condemn the military ^ he said. He 
cited the case of an automobile in an accident. We don^t con- 
demn the car^ we judge the driver. Similarly^ he said^ the 
military is the vehicle^ and we^ the people^ are the driver. 

"Sgt. DUNCAN said he is being criticised for.giying' 
aid and comfort to the enemy. He asked why we allowed ourselves 
to get into the situation we are in in Vietnam. He contended 
that after belrig in Vietnam he came to the conclusion that pur-- 
aim was ^the elimination of the Vietnamese peasantry.* He sug- 
gested that we are remaining in Vietnam because of our prestige 
image. ^If we win in Vietnam^ we've lost everjrwhere else, in 
the world S he declared. 

"In 1952, DON DUNCAN stated that he joined Special 
Forces and was trained in guerrilla warefare. The purpose of 
these Forces^ he' said, was to go into countriefs and beseige 
'unpopular governments'. In Vietnam^ he told the audience, a. 
'lot of tailoring was done' to fit the category of an 'unpopular 
government' o He 'added that in Hungary the Special Forces shouPLd 
have fought the Russians during the Hungarian uprisings, 

'^DUNCAN stated that he became a port of intelligence 
with Special Forces. During this time it was his duty to 
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'select and train agents, sabateurs, civic action and assassin- 
ation teams, and interrogation teams.' 'Assassination is an 
integral part of guerrilla warfare', he stated. DUNCAN said, 
'I'm not condemning what is being taught, but we are condensing 
a whole nation. Assassination is done to make you popular with 
the people'. He said that a government in power removes 'the 
guy' who exploits its people, thus making them unhappy. 'DIEM 
removed elected officials and replaced them with his own, ' he 
stated. He continued by saying that one can_not terrorize the 
Vietnamese because they have seen so much terror. 'But think 
of our own indiscriminate saturation bombings J''^ said DUNCAN. 

"DON DUNCAN explained that he went tp Vietnam to help; 
to role back' Communism; and to help the Vietnamese people get 
"back to the rice fields . But he later found that ' the .people 
I'm working with here are bad and anti-Communist' . He Itecame 
an 'area specialist • for the southe^f n half of Vietnam. At that 
time he went on patrols into the area where he saw peasants 
beaten, 'clubbed around' and knives place at mens' throats, all 
done to 'get information'. His American soldier friends told 
him, 'You're not used to it yet'. He continued by saying that? 
erotic methods of interrogation were sure to make men talk!' He 
continued to say that while on patrol, 'suspects' were picked, 
up and used as 'bearers', and as the loads became heavier, more 
suspects were found to carry them. This, he said, was supposed 
to endear the soldiers to the populace. He continued to "explain 
why the Vietnamese feared the military - 'the troops grabbed ail 
their corn, burned their houses, and bombed their rice ditches', 
he stated, 

"DON DUNCAN said he helped train people to go into Laos. 
He had the opportunity to meet another kind of Vietnamese, a, very 
likeable- sort, -but unlike us in many ways. He said the men were 
too modest to take showers without their shorts on but they used 
the street of Saigon as a urinal. .He said it was not unusual to 
see men holding hands, and in Vietnam 'the police don't "dress up 
in funny clothes and hold hands to try to trap you. ' The audience 
laughed, and he continued to say that we attached Freudian pv^r- 
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"tones to this sort of behavior, and he wondered if we could 
ever get used to it. 

"•The National Liberation Front people don't think 
they're North Vietnamese; Anyway they're Vietnamese', gaid 
DDNCAN. He continued, 'The majortiy of the peasantry. is with 
the NLP. ' The peasants have seen bombings, have had their land ' 
taken away, have seen corruption^ and have a choice between 
Saigon on one hand and the NLF on the other. To the Vietnamese, 
HO CHI MINH is the GEORGE WASHINGTON of Vietnam. What position 
does that put KY in? he asks. DUNCAN continued by ^ayin^ that 
after DIEM, corruption and terror continued in the cpuntry the 
same as ever. The black market was in the main streets of Saigon, 
but the Chinese or Indians were the ones put in jail . DyNCAN . 
cpntended, 'We have completely ruined their economy. ' He c4.ted 
incidents of American soldiers losing face with the Vietnamese. 
He said, 'You can't send American soldiers into a country and 
make ambassadors out of soldiers and vice versa'. He said, like 
Boy Scouts away from home, soldiers act differently away from 
home too. He said 'the boys run around in taxi cabs looking fpr 
taxi girls.' 'The NLP have done constructive things ovep there,' 
stated DUNCAN, He added that if you talk about Communists ovep' 
there, it's a Joke, He never met a more apolitical, citizenry. 
'They "know no, more about Marxism- Leninism than the avepage 
American does, ' said DUNCAN. The audience laughed. 

"DUNCAN declared that we fight communism; we can live 
among Communists but not among anti-communists. The effect of 
the Americans, he inferred, was to antagonize the Vietnamese un- 
til they had to form the NLP. He admitted that a Russian and 
Chinese faction exists in 'Vietnam. HO CHI MINH is a Russian 
type (KR USHEV ) communist. Now the Chinese activitis are exert-» 
ing more influence, and he added, 'We strengthen the- Chinese 
hand every day'. He said, 'In Justice to all people, get put of 
Vietnam' . It is inevitable that we will have to talk to the NLP. 
I'd like to see us as an observer to a conference. (Some reference 
was made to IBS groups being dedicated) DUNCAN declarec^ he. had • 
no doubt that a coalition government would be formed, but we 
should get out of there. To. the Vietnamese 'destruption wou3,d 
be' a hellava lot worse "thdn coalition government 
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"In conclusion DUNCAN said the speaking tonight ms^y 
not have much effect on Vietnam but it could affect other^ 
^Vietnams in Latin Americano His final works were^ 'pping the 
boys home if you really want to help.* 

"ROBERT SCHEER was introduced as the forfeign editor 
of Ramparts 'Magazine_j as a candidate for Congress in the Jth 
District (Oakland-Berkeley)^ the author of 'Cuba: An American 
Tragedy S - and one who accompanied STANLEY SHEINBAUiyi to Vietnapi 
and Cambodia this year* 

"ROBERT SCHEER spoke rapidly and with frequent l^yity. 
He spoke of the Vietnam question as being one-sided o He s^id 
he was in Hungary at the time of the uprisings and the facts 
were against the Russians^ but here he can^t see the case fov 
the other sidep He continued that he doesn't see ipucja interest 
in the facts^ has. come to the conclusion that * facts are highly 
irrelevant'. ' . 

"SCHEER said he was looking for the Ho ChjL Itinh t^ra^-l 
in Cambodia^ which is an open^ loose country with a^ tight Commie 
regime^ and hostile to America! SCHEER contended that 'our 
attitude in Vietnam is the product of a ^mythology developed 
during the col war - anti- communism » • It had some basis in 
Eastern Europg (where communism was brutal and unpopular) • The 
myth is that ommunism is inherantly international and inherantly 
aggressive - and only ex_FBI agents understand Marxi^iri-fieninisiht" 
He added that Eastern Europe has grown-to have ' solidity o It is 
a contradiction that communism is anti- nationalists It a 
myth that Communism is perfectly efficient and perfect?ly. effec- 
tive^ all=powerful because it is so tricky • It is clandestine, 
subversive, and secret, so it has to be smashed^ *A Communist 
front doesn^t work any better than CIA fronts,' SCHEER sai4# 
SCHEER said the State Department's hobby is to 'find the external' 
force it calls ^outside agitation - communism. He said DIEM wa$ 
found in New York; and later hiis demise was brought about by TJ^S, 
trained meno But the external enemy is still' Communism, . SCIJEER 
said, and added, 'Very few Americans get to meet the enemy 
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"SCHEER stated that the NLP is made of extremely- 
well-known -intellectuals . The NLP never ti»avelSj is isolate^;! 
and gets information three months old. The' NLP leaders ar^ 
pacifist, one is a famous lawyer from Saigon, who went off in 
the Jungle in 1959 to head the NLP. He contended that /fpr-90^ 
are under 30 years of age. They are a tired people who want to 
see the war stop at any cost. SCHEER states that the NLP is the 
only political movement in South Vietnam. The, question there ^^l 
are you with America or against her? The NLP, SCHEER stiates, 
will 'go on fighting to the last man without being sold, out,' 
'He concluded by saying 'We have a religion of anit-Comjnuhisra -t 
our only positive force in American life. We feel a conimg,iradepie 
when we're killing other people. People can't be happy without 
war. The American econoijiy is dependent upon war. Sixt billion 
is spent on defense. We're afraid of peace. People jpeel hpirjes 
will be lost ij;* we don't have war."' 

"SCHEER finally concluded by saying, 'One myth is that 
we are immensely popular in Vietnam. We have a cultural a,rrog- 
ance here. We believe in absorbing people even if they don't 
like it, believe that the American economic system %s synony- 
mous with all virtures of life. V^^^tnam didn't have any histpry 
until' American policy tried to mairitaipi the status quo a,t all- 
prices . ' We stop evei^ything that is fundament change , We are 
the most reactionary power in the world 

- "During the question and answer period, STANLEY SHE1% 
BAUM stated that he had to make a (^.eclsion regarding continued 
support of the Democratic Party. e indicated that he might? be- 
come a candidate, like ROBERT SCHEfeR, to -oppose t^he adminiSr 
tration's point of view. DON DUNCAN advised the audience to 
•'show -Mr. JOHSNON through the polls' (your dissent regarding 
Vietnam), and to give money to candidates like SCHiEER, whom, h§ 
said, is opposing an 'ADA liberal', ... 

"spiIMBAUM answered a question about control of the 
news media by the administration (Life articles) by' saying that? 
HENRY LUCE goes along with the administration. -He want? the 
Chinese out of China 'and he supports the war in Vietnam. 
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"DON DUNCAN explained *free zones S stating th^-t 
Ameripan forces make a praotice of dropping ^ombs left over 
from bombing missions in these area3^. th&t after notice is 
given to eVacuate^ these zones ^ any persons found there afte^? 
that time are called 'communists'* He said he is always stmiased 
by the 'after action' reports^ such as 'three Viet Cong water 
buffalo killed'* He stated that we won't declare wax* ''l^eca^uge 
we would be in trouble with our fi^iends if we 'did. - ' : 

"SCHEER^ in answer to a question said^ 'We have been 
sold a fraudulent yiew about China. We jump to the cpnclusiorx 
that China is ati aggressive power, ••We have to have a villiaen^ 
China looks at Tibet as part of China. China has had exc^llQnt 
relations with countries on its bQrder..tNow y^e are thpeatening 
to bomb itl' ' , 

"As many in the audience were leavings the chairnian 
read a note from a man in the audience who identified himself as 
Mr* DORMAN, of the U^S^o Air Force. In his written statement^ be 
claimed to be the dissenting .voice in a* very one-sided presen- 
tation of 'views on- our involvement in Vietnaiji... He voiced strprjg 
exception to statements ,of speakers on stage ^ a^id in particular 
to statements of a derogatory nature about th^' U.S^ iH^litary^ 
(At this point the exch'ange of ^words with the chairman and by' 
Mr. DORMAN was so rapid and animated^ and the confus;J,pn of 
people standing in the aisles and getting up from their seat^ was 
so. distracting that this' Wirter could be in error on som^ of thQ 
following statements •) 

"Mro DORMAN stood at the front of the audit or iwfi and 
was permitted to ask a question of the speakers^ althQugh hQ said 
he had hundreds he cpuld ask. He referred to aquptatlon by 
REZENERj, made by one' of the speakers^ concerning a ' pentagon 
mentality' • He asked DON DUNCAN (who lowered his h?ad into his 
hands during Mr. DORMAN 's confrontation) ^ if he agreed with this 
statement about the 'pentagon mentality.'. 

"Mr. DUNCAN answered by first saying that 'he had 
agreed that the speakers of the evening ha^ voiced only one 
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"view on Vietnam. Then l\e answered the question put to hipi 
only in this way; 

He ne.ver 
knows if he is successful until there is war^.^Meri vp^unteer^d 
to go to Saigon^ but this had nothing to do:; with patriot ipm, ♦ ^ 
If you don't vyant to be away from your family you dpn*t be^or^ 
in the Jlrmy. ' , , ^. 

"Mr. SHEINBAUM made the concluding statement: Vu?t 
because we've lost a lot of men doesn't make (the war) a ^opd 
cause*'

The Right to Travel: 
A Personal Statement , . 

Bjr Helen Travis^ 

I brushed off a feelinV'tliat'I might get ini;i?6ubte 
if I were to go to Cuba. - * ^-'^ * ^ - - " - 

Hadn't I ignored State Department band in previous 
years? Was there a whisper of protest in 1947,*wKen I 
visited several countries then dedareij-off-^imits— Ytfgo-' 
slavia. Albania, and ^mgaryU' Had not my fascinating * 
three-month stay in tjhina{.^V$ing i960 aiyil961 resulted 
in nothing more painful than an invalidated piassppirt 
and an abbreviated virorld»tour? Hadn't hundreds, per- 
haps thousands, of others made isuch trips without crimi- 
nal repercussions? 

What if the United States Government did object 
with special virulence to a Cuban ^visit?, I could afford 
the risk. I had no job to lose^ ho "Sependents. who might 
suffer. Why thw^trt my desiire to *s6e Cuban friends 
again and to observe.changes in Clubahlif^ since my last 
visit a decade earlier in 1951? . 

Underlying this vague bravado was "an abiding be- " 
lief in American ideals. It simply couldn't happen here! 
Freedom to travel— a component of free speech — ^w;as too 
deeply embedded in our tradition from the Magna Carta 
on. We who objected' so righteously 'to the Berlin Wall 
could hardly build one of our ovnu ^ 

I had the layman's, concept of what a passport is: 
an identity document facilitating travel to which any 
American is entitled if he is not currently in legal hot' 
^^^ater. I shared the popular misconception that our G6v- 
ernment undertakes to protect passport-bearers, and I 
vras willing to forego such protection. I had no objection 
to traveling on a make-shift, Jjaissez-passer issued by the 
host country, as I had done in China. 

Before my first passportless trip to Cuba in Janu- 
ary, 1962, 1 had been vaguely aware of the Immigration 
and Nationality Act's border control clause, effective in 
time of war or national emergency, requiring a passport, 
as a Jdnd of license to leave or reenter, the .United .States. , 
I discounted that; I knew I needed no passport "for travel 
to and from Mexico where I would iseek permission to 
visit Cuba. I'hat provision hadn't been adopted to bar 
travel to cei-tain countries. It hadn't even been invoked 
when Cuba was verboten. Besides, where was the war or 
national emergency?* Surely the 1952 declaration apply- 
ing to the Korean war didn't pertain to Cuba 10 years 
later. 

Before my second trip in AugUst, newsman William 
WoiiJiy was indicted for having returned to his native 
country from Cuba without a valid passport. I consid- 
ered that a ridiculous and untenable charge. ' I was con- 
vinced, as the Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals was to 
: rule later, that a man could , not constitutionally be ex- 
iled from his home on any such pretext. 

Of course Worthy's indictment made me more aware 
that I risked a run-in with United States authorities by 
visiting Cuba again. But I didn't believe then, and I 
don't believe- now, that there is a law forbidding travel* 
to countries anathematized by an administrative body. 
Why else was there always a bill or two in the congres- 
sional hopper seeking to make unauthorized travel a 
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I also felt outraged that the State Department 
should arrogate to itself the right to decide widch citi- 
zens might safely visit Cuba and which might nofc.,rTras 
certain the Department would not consider my travel to

, My seeming perversity over the years in visiting 
countries on an Administration 'blacklist was grounded

\ship and peace; that person-to-persoiix;ont5ct and under- 
standing can help achieve a warles;? «:yorld. 

' The part I have played in counterbalancing official 
enmity is certainly infinitesmal. My -friendly anff-*^ 
Bnectful., attitude -may have helped toJconvince some 

i Chinese and Cubans »that all Americans are riot oflt to 
destroy them. Perhaps the few comments^I have writ- 
.ten,. the speeches I haye%made, the slides I have shown 
have helped to convince some Ainericans^tbat these coun- 
.tFies.do.not necessarUy endanger =us^. 

, In reporting what I have seen on my unorthodox 
voyages I have tended to emphasize the positive because 
I have ,been so conscious of the official negative. More- 
over I became active in organizations seeking accom- 
modation with Fidel Castro's goyernment, :and offering 
medical aid, to*-Cubans. Coiild that Kelp .epcplain why — 
many months after my return from Cufia-^I was in- 
dicted for having twice left the United States without 

, a yalid passport? * . 

Others since have been honored thus. 'Three of the 
142. students who went to Cuba during , the Summers 
of 1963 and 1964 now -await a Federal District Court 
verdict in Brooklyn; New YwlS There could follow many 
more prosecutions -of people who have traveled on un- 
official missions of peace and friendship ta Hanoi and 
elsewhere. It just happens. that my case is first in line-^ 
for adjudication. . 

A great deal depends on Supreme. p,ourt considera- 
tion of my case — ^the fate' of those who have already 
made off-limits trips, and the decision of others to see 

i for themselves what the State Department prefers to, 
have unseen. 

My sentence was mild — six months, suspended, and 
$1,000 fine for the two "crimes" .which could have been 
punished by 10 years in jail plus a fine of $10,000, yet 
I intend to pursue my appeal because of the principle in- 
volved. 

Mine has become a test case as to whether out-of- 
bounds travel is a punishable offense. I am confident 
that it is not, even though the U. S. Supreme Court ruled ^ 
6-3 last May that the State Department, in the name of 
foreign policy, may invalidate passports for particular 
countries. My confidence rises as I re-read my attorneys' 
solidly documented appeal for certiorari now before the 
U. S. Supreme Court. 

In its ruling in, the Zemel case last year, the Court 
deferred decision on*the criminality of violating an area 
restriction. My case would seem to offer the "concrete 
fact, situation" it required. So I feel sure it will decide 
to consider my appeal, and that when it does so, its de- 
cision will affirni another facet of its declaration in 
Kent-Briehl v. Dulles that "the right to travel" is basic 
m our schema of values." , 
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The following information was furnished May 26, 
1966 by a source who has furnished reliable infoiroation 
in the past: 

A public meeting related to the war in Vietnam 
was held during the evening of Sunday, May 22, 1966, at 
Baces Hall, I528 North Vermont Avenue, Los Angeles, California. 

Handbills circulated prior to the meeting indicated 
it was under the co -sponsorship of the following organizat:

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The meeting;, originally scheduled for 7:00 p.m,, 
actually got started at 7:4o p^m. and was concluded at 
10:50 p.m. There were approximately 150 persons in attendance. 
Of this totals it appeared that approximately 6o per cent 
were under 30 years of age^ with the remaining 40 per cent 
older. It also appeared that 6o per cent were men and 
40 per cent were women. The ethnic breakdown was 3 per cent 
Orientals^ 8 per cent Negroes, and 89 per cent Caucasians. 

It was announced that proceeds of this meeting 
would go to the benefit of the Berkeley Vietnam Day Committee, 
Berkeley ;i California. 

Dave Dellinger, announced as editor of Liberation 
Magazine and director of the New York Fifth Avenue Peace 
Parade Committee, was the first speaker introduced. He 
said that he was actually only one of several persons who 
organized the New York parade. 

Dellinger said the American public is not getting 
the true facts about Vietnam or many other subjects from 
the press or our Congressmen. According to Dellinger, 
Senator Young brought back some personal observations from \ 
Vietnam that the administration has not been able to explain. 
Dellinger claims that Senator Young learned that the Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA) hired Vietnamese to pose as members 
of the Viet Cong and create terror through rapes and murders. 

Dellinger stated, "It is ridiculous that people 
in this country always associate communism with being evil, 
while all that is not communism is good." 

Dellinger maintained that the United States will 
never gain prestige in the eyes of the world so long as 
it fights wars of agression, such as Vietnam^ or so long 
as it usurps land and capital from defenseless nations. 
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Bellinger reported that while he was in Cuba, 
he examined the account books of the Texaco Company and 
found that it had showed no profits for 15 to 20 years, 
rather instead had Just added to its land holdings. 

To a burst of applause from the audience, Bellinger 
stated, "The anti-Communist movement is out of date J ¥e 
must thinlg before we support the wars of democracy!", and 
he added, "American democracy and principle dictates that 
the students and faculty will make the decision concerning 
the draft, " while discussing the student movement, the anti- 
war and anti -draft movements. 

Bellinger dwelled to great extent upon the 
treatment afforded A. J. Muste and the "peace committee," 
when they visited Saigon. He maintained that the students 
pictured as throwing eggs and tearing up the committee's 
banners later confidentially told Muste that they had 
been hired to do these things by the Saigon govenrmient, 
whereas in reality they were in sympathy with the "peace 
committee. " 

Now, that they are questioning their cultural 
heritage, is a good sign of the modern students' thinking, 
Bellinger said in conclusion. 

The second speaker to be introduced was Lieutenant 
Henry Howe, Jr. He was dressed in civilian clothes and 
wore a battery of "peace slogan buttons" down the left 
lapel of his dark coat. 

Buring his lengtljy recital of his case, a woraan^s 
harsh voice from the back of the room kept interrupting 
him, yelling, "Speak louder. " Many of his words were lost 
to the audience because of the faulty microphone and his 
habit of speaking softly and dropping his voice at the 
end of a sentence. 
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Lieutenant Howe explained that he had graduated 
from the University of Colorado in 1964, where he had a 
major in political science. He was commissioned a second 
lieutenant through the Reserve Officers Training Corps 
program upon graduation. 

Lieutenant Howe said that he had conversations 
concerning his opposition to United States foreign policy 
with his commanding officer. He claimed that at one time 
his superior officer asked him if he were going to keep 
his mouth shut or if he would ever come out and make his 
remarks where more than one person would hear them so he 
could be the subject of a court-martial. 

Lieutenant Howe maintained it was his privilege 
to voice his own convictions^ that he had sworn to uphold 
the Constitution of the United States, but had never sworn 
not to oppose the administration's foreign policy. 

Lieutenant Howe appeared to take great pleasure 
in relating this occasion when he was arrested and taken 
to the city jail. He gave the date, November 5i 1965 ^ as 
the time when he had participated in a march with a protest 
group in El Paso, Texas. He was careful to explain that 
this was on his day off and that he had been dressed in 
civilian clothing at the time. He Inferred that the 
demonstration was quite an "attention getter" in El Paso, 
when he jokingly stated, "El Paso is not a 'Berkeley or 
a Los Angeles.'" He said that during the demonstration 
in El Paso, he carried two signs. One which read, "End 
Johnson's Fascist Aggression in Vietnam," and the other 
which stated, "Let's have More Than a Choice Between Petty, 
Ignorant Fascists in 1968. " He explained, humorously, that 
he spied one of the military looking at him, and a short 
time later he was arrested by the El Paso Police and jailed. 
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Following his conviction by court-martial on 
two charges; (1) Using contemptuous words against the 
President (here the audience laughed and clapped enthusiastically), 
and (2) Conduct unbecoming an officer and gentleman; he 
was sentenced to dismissal (which he said was equivalent 
to receipt of a dishonorable discharge), two years confinement 
at hard labor, and forefeiture 6f pay and allowances. He 
said this latter would figure out monetarily to nearly 
$10,000;00. 

Howe appeared to treat the whole subject of his 
conviction as a joke. He amused his audience by reading 
from some explanations of the charges against him. He 
read that the presiding officer at the court-martial in 
explaining the charge of "Using contemptuous words against 
the President," explained that the charge would remain 
regardless of whether the words were "truth or fallacy." 

Howe said he was confined at Fort Bliss in 
solitary confinement for six weeks, during which time 
he had many "back office discussions" with a Colonel 
Mitchell. He gave the impression that this latter officer, 
after all his years in the service, had nothing to do but 
censor Howe's mail. He said his mail could have no ssmibolism 
on it. When he asked the officer what "symbolism" meant, 
he was told that it meant any figures that mean something 
to the addressee but which is unintelligible to the military. 
At this point he laughed and so did the audience, as he 
made a comment leaving the impression that for something 
to be unintelligible to the military did not take much 
doing. Although his exact wording was unrecalled by this 
source, the source stated that his comment was not complimentary 
to the military. 

Lieutenant Howe related the following incident, 
which he said was an example of the way the military followed 
Instructions and carried out orders. He said he could 
have no visitors or telephone calls while in his roach- 
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infested basement cell at Port Bliss , but he was allowed 
to watch television. One night he turned off the television 
in order to write a letter. Shortly thereafter a guard came 
to the cell to ask if Howe was ready to go to bed. Howe 
related that he told this guard that he wanted to finish 
his letter. The guard said when he was through watching 
television, he was to go to bed. So, according to Lieutenant 
Howe, he turned the set back on, but turned the sound off, 
and finished his letter without further interruption from 
the guard. 

Lieutenant Howe insisted he was held as a "political 
prisoner. " The Colonel though, according to Howe, argued 
that he was not a- political prisoner, "but was being held 
because of his political activities." Howe said that he 
was flooded with mail from the "Freedom Now Committee, " 
all of which the Colonel was obliged to read. 

Following his sentence, the American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU) took an active interest and entered 
the case. Supreme Court Justice Black told the military 
that it had better do something or he would i After this 
ultimatum, his case was reviewed and he was released from 
confinement "under a Commandants' parole." 

Under these present conditions, although still 
attached to the military he is forbidden to wear his uniform, 
is not required to perform any Am^ duties, and is free to 
travel only within the continental United States. He 
reported the ACLU will pursue his case, and that it will 
soon be brought before the Army Board of Review. 

It is his present intention, he said, to continue 
speaking before audiences such as this to show how experience 
raises serious and important questions as to the constitutional 
rights, or lack thereof, of men in the military services. He 
amused the audience to the point of laughter by reading a 
quotation, "The only rights soldiers have are those which 
Congress has not taken away." 
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He maintained that he was persecuted for his 
opinions, not for his actions, and that his freedom of 
expression was denied because he was "military personnel." 

In closing. Lieutenant Howe stated his opposition 
to the United States war effort in Vietnam. He said that 
he continues to believe that he has an obligation to speak 
out against "a totally wrong policy," our involvement in 
Vietnam. 



John Hullet, introduced as chairman, Lowndes 
County Freedom Organization (also known as the Alabama 
Black Panther Party), was the third speaker. Hullet, a 
Negro, maintained there continues to be a lot of brutality 
in Lowndes County directed against his race. He said the 
Negroes are going to stop protesting brutality "by taking 
over, getting power so they won't have to protest any more." 

According to Hullet, 80 per cent of Lowndes 
County is ethnically Negroid, and "enough are registered 
to win elections." He said it is useless to stay in the 
Democratic Party because it lied to the Negroes. He said 
that among other things, the Black Panther Party has been 
called "communist," He said the Black Panther Party will 
listen to anyone who wants to talk to us, but we are going 
to act for ourselves. He said he cannot figure out why 
anything that is good for the Negroes is called communist. 

Seven candidates for election are running on 
the Black Panther Party ticket. These include three school 
board posts, sheriff, tax assessor, tax collector, and one 
other, according to Hullet, who vowed, "Our party will take 
over the court house on November 8th, and if not on November 
8th, then on November 9th i" 

Hullet said if 20 per cent of the vote is obtained 
by the Black Panther Party in this next election, it will 
be recognized as a legal political party. 
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The Black Panther was chosen as the party's 
ssrmbol, according to Hullet^ "Because a panther Is 
pushed back J pushed back, back, into a corner — just 
so far — and then he pounces out and destroys everything 
in front of him. " That is just what the Party will do, 
according to Hullet. 

In conclusion, Hullet repeated his vow, "The 
Party will take over Lowndes County Courthouse on November 
8th or November 9th i" 

Then Pete Camejo was introduced as an unexpected 
guest from Berkeley, California. Camejo, an unscheduled 
speaker, was introduced as a representative of the Berkeley 
Vietnam Day Committee (BVDC). He explained that the BVDC 
"had spared nothing'^ since its organization, and consequently 
had gone $6,000.00 into debt. He said they are pulling 
out slowly, and since March 25:, 1966, had paid off $3,000.00 
on the debt. He made a pitch for funds, which as previously 
announced were to go to the benefit of the BVDC. At the 
conclusion of the meeting, it was announced that the 
collection had ammounted to $130.00. 

Shortly after the final speaker was introduced 
at 10:10 p.m., an unidentified male from the rear of the 
hall called Pete Camejo off stage momentarily. Immediately 
thereafter. Lieutenant Hov^e, John Hullet, and Camejo made 
a speedy exit down from the stage and out the door at the 
rear of the hall. 

Isaac Deutscher, announced as a Marxist scholar, 
and the author of many books on the Soviet Union, including 
biographies of Trotsky and Stalin, was the final speaker 
of the evening. It was said he resided in London and had 
been a recent speaker before the students at Berkeley. He 
discarded the microphone and walked to the front of the 
stage, where he paced back and forth as he lectured to 
the audience* 
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Deutscher opened his lengthy discussion by 
calling for shame on the "big powerful United States 
for picking on a tiny, defenseless country like Vietnam. 
He said in the class struggle, it is like a baby versus 
Goliath. 



"The Vietnamese partisans are fighting for their 
liberty, for a 'just socialist society^ by sheer determination 
and dedication. They are hiding in the hills beseiged by 
United States troops of aggression, " He maintains that 
neither the Soviets or the Chinese are aiding the Vietnamese, 
"they are remaining aloof. " 

The scandalous plight of the Indonesian Communists 
is more important to the Marxist than the war in Vietnam 
if it is not further escalated, according to Deutscher. 
He said, "One hundred fifty thousand defenseless Communists 
were slaughtered in Indonesia when that country's communist 
party was supposed to be the strongest outside of Russia 
and China. As a Marxist, I ask, why has the revolutionary 
struggle suffered so in Indonesia." He said that he blames 
both the Soviet Union and the Communist Chinese for playing 
along with President Sukarno and the so-called "revolutionary 
bourgeolse" that Sukarno had an alliance with before he 
was betrayed. 

He charged the Soviets and the Communist Chinese 
with lacking in "the guts" to tell the United States to 
stay out of Vietnam, like President Kennedy said to the 
Soviets in Cuba. 

He said, "The U. S. policy of containing communism 
in Asia is humorous because the Chinese practice 'self- 
containmentl '" He said he wished the "Domino theory" was 
true, but that it is not. He said the rift between China 
and the Soviet Union has been less sharp since the United 
States went into Vietnam. He maintains, "Vietnam is a 
symptom of what is wrong with America.. America should 
be able to acknowledge her mistake in Vietnam and get out." 
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Deutscher said the working people in Great 
Britain feel disgust with the support of the Vietnam 
war. "Mr. Wilson and LBJ have a deal. Wilson says, 
'If you support my pounds I'll support your war in 
Vietnam; but Wilson is acting under duress." France 
is undecided what to do and the Germans are looking for 
a new axis, and are afraid of nuclear war if Vietnam 
escalates too high. 




According to Deutscher, there is much tension 
in Russia today, "even witch-hunting." "While the United 
States is supposed to be fighting for freedom, this has 
had the effect of taking away some of the freedom the 
Soviets have enjoyed." The Soviet Union is really not 
spending much to help the Vietnamese, but in reality is 
building up her own defenses. "The policy of peaceful 
co-existence was only barely whispered at the latest 
communist conference." 

Deutscher applauded America for the "great 
protest movement." He labeled it the most heartening 
development to all revolutionaries outside the United 
States. "My only criticism of the movement is that only 
the students and the intelligentsia are involved. We 
must awaken the great sleeping giant — the working class I" 
He claims, "Since the domestic conditions are not so 
depressing as in the 1920 's and 1930's, and workers have 
become soft and complacent with television and the easy 
life, we must use the crisis in American foreign policy 
to marshal the young workers of today into the class 
struggle! " 

Mr. Deutscher was given a standing ovation. 

At the close of the meeting, the chairman, who 
never once identified himself, urged everyone to take part 
in the motorcade on Saturday, May 28, I966, in front of 
the Dow Chemical Company in Torrance, California, to protest 
the manufacture of napalm there. Printed sheets with 
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instructions for that demonstration were circulated to 
the audience as they left the hall. The circulars 
indicated the demonstration would be under the sponsorship 
of the Students for a Democratic Society (SDS). 

Other than the speakers. Dr. Isidore Ziferstein 
was identified as being present at this meeting. 

At the back of the hall, there were stacks of 
literature for free distribution to persons attending this 
public meeting. These included the following, issued by 
the "Freedom Now for Lt. Howe Committee": 

(1) "Do GI's Have Rights? The Case of 

Lt. Howe," 

(2) "Freedom Now for Lt. Howe Newsletter 

#1, April 22, 1966." 

The above leaflets bore the committee '.s address. 
Post Office Box 6024, Denver, Colorado, 80206. 

In respect to SDS, it is noted that the 
preamble of the SDS Constitution states, "Students 
for a Democratic Society is an association of 
young people on the left...; one bringing together 
liberals and radicals, activists and scholars, 
students and faculty. It feels the urgency to 
put forth a radical, democratic program count erposed 
to authoritarian movements both of Communism and 
the domestic Right . " 

During the 1965 National Convention of the 
SDS, the preamble of the constitution was amended 
to eliminate "counterposed to authoritarian 
movements of Communism and the domestic Right . " 
SDS is opposed to present American foreign policy 
in Vietnam. 
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The Los Angeles Committee to End the War 
in Vietnam (LACEWV)^ according to Soiirce Three^ 
is an amalgamation of representatives from numerous 
peace-^oriented and/or civil rights groups and 
includes representatives of the Southern California 
District Communist Party, the Los Angeles Local - 
Socialist Workers Party (See Appendix), Women for 
Legislative Action (See Appendix), etc., and its 
prime objective is to protest the United States 
involvement in Vietnam and cause xd.thdrawal of 
all American troops from the country^ Source

On May l8, 1965, a confidential source advised 
that the LAL-SWP has been in existence since the 1930 's and 
continues to exist. The source further advised that the 
LAL-SWP is a local branch of the National SWP with aims and 
purposes identical to those of the National SWP. 



The SWP has been designated by the Attorney General 



of the United States pursuant to Executive Order 10^50 . 
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WOMEN POR LEGISLATIVE ACTION 

A source advised on May 1, 1963^ that the Women 
for Legislative Action was formed in 1952, claiming to be 
an independent organization dedicated to non-partisan par- 
ticipation in legislative and civic activities. Its position 
in favoring or opposing legislation usually parallels the 
position of the Communist Party and related groups. It also 
supports legislation to abolish the House Committee on TJh- 
American Activities. Membership in the Women for Legislative 
Action does not, of itself, connote membership in or sympathy 
with the Communist Party, 

Another source advised on May l8, 1965, that the 
Women for Legislative Action continues to be active in the 
Los Angeles area. 
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YOUNG SQCIAUSO? ALLIANCE 

The May, I960, issue of the "Young Socialist" 
(YS), page 1, column 3, disclosed that during April 15- 
IT, i960, a national organization entitled "The Young 
Socialist Alliance" (YSA) was established at Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. This issue stated that this organization was 
formed by the nationwide suDporter clubs of the publication 
YS. 

The above issue, page 6, set forth the Founding 
Declaration of YSA. This declaration stated that the YSA 
recognizes the Socialist Workers Party (SWP) as the 
only existing political leadership on class struggle 
principles, and that the supporters of the YS have come 
into basic political solidarity with the SWP on the principles 
of revolutionary socialism* 

A source advised on May 7, 1965, that the original 
YSA was an organization formed during October, 1957, in 
New York City by youth of various left socialist tendencies, 
particularly members and followers of the SWP. The leaders 
of this group were the guiding forces in the establishment 
of the national organization. 

The source further advised on May 7, 1965, 
that the YSA is dominated and controlled on a national 
basis by the SWP through having SWP members comprise 
exclusively the National Executive Committee (NEC) and 
through an official SWP representative at all YSA NEC 
meetings. The YSA, in reality, is the youth and training 
section of the SWP and the main source of new SWP members. 

The headquarters of the YSA are located in 
Room 535, 4l Union Square West, New York City. 

The SWP has been designated pursuant 
to Executive Order 10450.

He reported rape and murder hy th'e South Vietna^iese posing as 
the Viet Cong and he mentioned the six people .that v;ent to Vietnam 
and fomd that the Vietnamese people didn't v/ant to end the war. 
IIR. DELLIHGBR then commented on the suhjeot of pri^te property. 
I donH understand "but I think he was making a corollary of the 
United States in Vietnam and he used the equation of whites in 
the South (IT.S,) having to serve Negroes today and in particulars 
he mentioned a certain restaurant. He was referring to LBSCPKR 
laDDOS without mentioning his name and that he closed his restaur- 
ant "because he did not vmnt to serve Hegroes. That this was his 
private property and that we are on Vietnam's private paroperty 
and we are more or less sticking our nose in where it doesn't 
"belong, v/e stuck our nose into Ouha. 

MR. ]3SIIfIH6BR went on to saj' that everything t^hat'has heen good 
is Called Communism, The sit-ins against the draft exams are 
"bringing forth some fundamental, questions. Everyone should have a say 
in American democracy. Participant democracy. Students should 
have a say in their collegesj workers in the factories. He said 
this is called participation in Government and there should "be 
participation in policy making, and he repeated himself, that 
everything good is called Ctommunism, Anti-Communism is out of 
date he stated. MR. DEHiINGBR then mentioned TOM BRADBI's 
statement concerning competition v/ith each other to decide \iho 
shall he students and who shall die. It is a class struggle j the 
poor against the rich... V&ereas the poor go to war and the rich 
vho can afford it go to college,, 

IT. HEMY HOVfB was the next speaker. He started out by stating 
that the war in Vietnam is wrong*. He told his commanding officer 
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that it 'is wrong and his officer asked him what he v/as going 
to do about it, wheiiier he was going to keep his moth shut or 
what* Well evidently he didn't* On Ifovemher 6, 1965 1 LT. 
HOl^B participated in a protest march in El Paso 5 Texas. There 
were 14 people picketing and he mentioned a teacher" being in 
this march* He did not say his or her name but it v/as *fche 
teacher that led it* He stated the teacher v/as fired from his 
job and is coming to Los Angeles and everybody .brought dovm

Speaker #1 - CARL FLEMIITG, He began in a humorous vein stating 
he orxgmally intended to entitle his opinions "Cuss your local 
cop" but since members of law enforcement were present he ^vould 
tone it to "support your local police"vwhich he did not. Fleming 
stated in essence that the police relations v/ith minority groups 
was the #1 problem in the United States today. He stated the 
problems existed because "all Hegroes hate police". He stated

He stated that the police are for the white man and 
the white power structure, etc. He gave 5 hasio examples of poor 
police relations using the Deadxvyler incident as one and the - 
recent incident at the vyBSIMIITSSER IJEIGHBORHOOP ASSOCIAOJIOH as 
another • In going into the latter incident, he stated that a 
Negro had heen given "5 tickets for throwing a candy v/rapper on 
^the street and that vrhen a ITegro and a vrhite Miniver, PAffHER MOSRIS 
'SAMUELS, crossed the street from the Association offices, the llsgro 
was cited for ^ayv/alking, whereas, the white Minister was not." 
ffhese charges vrere not only unsupported but they were totally in- 
accurate and later was rehutted with fact hy IHSPEOSOE PISK. 
PLEi'UHG continued to siafce various unsupported and inaccurate 
charges. He terminated his remarks hy the fact that "the police 
here are honest, hut that is not enough. « . - , 

Speaker #2 ~ &EORGB SiEOM., Presented very little opinion hut 
went through th& various methods of investigations and the avenues 
available for the reception and processing of complaints against 
any- lav/ enforcement office of any jurisdiction of Los Angeles 
County or any public official who has committed a crime or mis- 
conduct of office* He illustrated the complexity of an investi- 
gation and the unbiased interest shown by his office by describing 
the investigation of charges of excessive force by the California 
Highway Patrol in the arrest of the PRYE family in August a£ 1965» 
and the ultimate presentation of 1500 pages summarizing the in- 
vestigation after the interview of 78 v/itnesses. Presentation, 
of these facts produced no criminal action and indicated only 
that a large foce had been necessary under the circumstances to 
affect the arrests. In opposition to statements made by MR. 
SPERBER, Vsr, Stoner stated that on many occasions his office had 
offered their services to the AOLU for investigation of alleged 
complaints. But, the option v;as not taken up. 

Speaker #3 - COUITCIKM EHOMAS BRADLEY ("LA.PD 1940 - 1962")* 
BRADLEY agreed that the number 1 domestic problem in the country 
was the breakdo\m of police community relations. He stated that 
he believed in follov/ing necessary changes which should be made 
to correct matters. #1 draining and indoctrination both in the 
classroom and at roll call training to stiffen xhe impression 
that the personal relationships between police and suspects must 
be ohe of mutual respect and absolute courtesy on the part of 
the officer, #2 She remo:«rai of a double standard of enforcement, 
Hegroes and minority groups should not receive any different 
treatment under any cirouisstances than a whits man in Beverly 
Hills or West L.A. #3 Supervision of such intensity that it 
would "control the action of men in the field". The Watch Commander 
should examine all arrestees prior to booking and should make 
final judgment as to the validity of the arrest and v/hether the 
booking will be made, Shis would "reduce by more than AOfo, the 
roust arrest which occur all too frequent". Bradley stated that 
he honestly believed that high administrators probably believed 
in goodpolicies, but this does not go down to the street. 
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. ^#4 He stated that present attempts at correction are nothing 
but "jDH^e window dressing^* and must he corrected realistioallyo 
#5 Civilian complaint avenues are inadequate however, the 
existing methods of the reception and processing of complaints 
if done in the manner technically prescribed v/ould he adequate 
that if the police commission would use their authority to 
receive and investigate ^ complaints this v/ould be a proper 
disposition* ^e terminated his statements by saying '^but I 
don't believe a Police Reviev; Board is necessary at this time**^ 

Speaker #4 - IKSHBOTOR JAI^IES PISK, Described the Community 
Relations system recently instituted by the Department • The 
attempts by the department to divisional Community Relations* 
Cfficers and a stepped up contact v/ith various neighbor groups 
to improve minority relations and establish greater rapport 
v/ith minority members © He ^dascribed the displinary processes 
of the department and cited descriptive cases and resulting 
penalties to indicate the e2:t3s?eme interest in the maintenance 
of discpline and in the proper investigation of complaints* 
As an example of the efficiency of the complaint procedures 
he described hov/ Internal Affairs through their investigations 
and BOARD 01^ RIGH!i!S procedureB? brought forth approximately 45^ 
sustained complaints resulting in penality to the officers 
whereas in Philadelphia v/ith their "Civilian Reviev/ Board" 
complaints brought to this Board resulting in only a 4^ sustaining 
of charges In rebuttal to statements by ML^ SPER3ER regarding 
the inadequacy of complaint procedures p IHSPEOTOR PISK contra- 
dicted SPERBSR's incorrect statements v/ith correct statements 
of facto 2his resulting apparently through audience reaction 
and SPERBER^s appearing not to Imow himself the avenues open * 
to the mafcing of complaints, even if this is the main line of 
operation. 

Speaker #5 lAURENCB SPERBER. Mr* Sperber rambled at length 
in an disjointed manner sjid initially appeared to be attempting 
• the role of comedian* V^hen he finally got dovm to making 
cohesive statements he mentioned among, other things that his 
police malpractice office in Watts v/sre taifcing appros:imately 
4 complaints a day regarding police misconducts He stated that 
his group had 150 volunteer lav/yers donating their time. He 
described hovr difficult it v/as to make a complaint and, how 
a POLICE REVIEW BOARD is neededo He described "intimidation 
of the complainant and stated that if this results on the first 
complaint it is no longer a surprise, that a second complaint 
is I rarely ever made* He stated incorrectly that no open 
complaint hearing v/ere held and that there was no right to 
cross examination both of these points v/ere rebutted and 
correctly described by Inspector Pisk. In essence, SPERBER 
stated "the police are the pov/er structure-they are us'*o 
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Tiie Moderator^ JAiiES V/HI5:M0RB, actually expressed very little 
opinion^ but gave indications tlmt he felt police community 
•relations needed improvement and that the AOLU could prohably 
accomplish a great deal tov;ard improving this point through 
their various legal committees, etc* stated that it v/as 
every concerned citizen's duty to strive for brotherhood and 
total unity betv/een all races, eto« 

Inuring a question and answer period, the ma^'ority of the 
tjuestions indicated that the audience v/hich remained at this 
time (approxiinately 2/3 of the original ntimber) \m,B either 
impartial or favorably inclined toward law enforcements 2?he 
few individuals v/ho directed loaded q.uestions laainly at IlTSi^Ol^OR 
PISK did not gain support from the audience • 

The first qiiestion addressed from the audience vms froia a 
PAUL V/0R2H (Phonetic) v7ho addressed himself as a volunteer 
civil rights v/orker* through his conversation he indicated 
that the had LAPD special orders and stated that according 
to the information set forth in the orders the department had 
failed to respond to their duty bY not fiirnishing a speaker to 
a function at*^ Occidental College during the previous week. He 
stated a friend of his associated \^ith the group and stated 
he x^equested a representative on 3 occasions but that the 
department did not respond* An unidentified vronm at the rear 
of the audi^^ggiujn stated that she was chairman of the Committee . 
organising/conference and that the reason XAPD had not sent 
a representative was that one had not been requested to attend© 
Another member of , the audience^ stated that the police - department 
needed less, an attitude of defense and more of an attitu.de of 
Cooperation through the providing of more information to the 
piiblic of the departmental operations «

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"The Chairman for the Friday night conference session 
was a Negro woman from CORE Executive Board of Southern California, 
namely, MILDRED WALTERS; she introduced the 1st speaker as OPEL 
JONES, who spoke on 'War & Poverty' as related to Vietnam' & Power. 

"The 2nd speaker was BAS EMAN MOIJROE, atty., of the 
'American Civil Liberties Union; he spoke on the 'Bill of Rights,' 
urging that the Bill of Rights he defended and advanced; he stated 
that minority groups were fed up with the Great Society of the U.S.A., 
he urged continued work on the abolition of the House Un-American 
Activities Committee, stating that list & v/itch-hunt has to go; 
urged the freedom rights of every American to speak against the 
dirty Vietnam war. 

"The 3rd speaker - RICHARD CA LLRIGHT , ex-candidate for 
the Senate, in the Mexican American Community; he pointed out that 
Mexican Americans must become wholly envolved in American politics, 
etc . 

"The next speaker was D. or A. SCOTT, Jr., ex-candidate 
for Calif. Legislation; he spoke against the Vietnam war & the 
causes for Negro revolution in America in relation to equality & 
employment etc., he received a big ovation from the audience. 

"The next speaker was JEFF BERLAND, on the rise of youth. 

"The next rendition was a skit - from the Studio of Arts 
of the Watts Work Shop Theatrical group; the subject -. 'From Black 
Minds . ' 

"A Mexican woman, strike leader of the Deleno grape 
strikers - AFL-CIO Union Mrs. DELORIS PERKED; spoke on the farm 
strike, & related same to V. N. war & the Watts uprising; she too 
received a big ovation. 

"The next speaker was the Editor of the Rampart Magazine - 
ROBERT SHEAR; .he spoke against the war in Vietnam, ag^linst President 
L. B, JOHNSON & Governor BROWN, pointing out that President L. B. J. 
can't build a 'Great Society' without a peaceful society; he re- 
ceived a standing ovation from his followers, (the S.W.P.) as was 
said by some CP. person. 
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"The next point on the agenda was a collection of 
funds from the audience to help with the expense of the con- 
ference, which the person who spoke for the pitch, stated that 
the conference was in debt for $3^300, and that extra funds were 
needed for people who are in jail for the cause of civil rights. 

"The keynote speaker for the Calif. Statewide Conference 
on Power & Politics was JULIAN BOND; he was introduced to the 
conference by SIMON CASADY, who stated that JULIAN BOND was 26 
years of age, from the State of Georgia & had been elected two 
times & nominated 3 times to Georgia Legislation, but was refused 
to be seated because of his views & his stand against the war in 
Viet Nam. 

"JULIAN BOND spoke on New Politics in' the U.S.A., he 
told of his experiences in terms of not being seaited in the 
Georgia Legislation; and he spoke of .Revolutions of Big Powers 
in !the UoS, & foreign countries in relationship to .certain 
revolutions by American Negroes & the causes for these revolutions ' 
or uprisings . JULIAN BOND said that no one should, fight wars for 
a country & its big powers who deney all of its citizsens their 
complete civil rights & freedom. ' - ' 

"JULIAN BOND also received a big & partial standing 
ovation from the audience. 

"Note: The Saturday, Oct. 1, 1966 session of the Calif.. , 
Statewide Conference on Power & Politics, resulted in a split Sc a. 
walk-out by the group who were opposed to the BROWN vs. REAGAN vs.- 
Boycott the Elections for the gubernatoral of California. The 
opposers of the Boycott were predominantly the CP. group. The ■ 
co-chairman of the conference whose name I did not get, made a special' 
talk from the floor stating that he could riot go along with the • 
majority vote to Boycott the gubernatorial elections nor for any 
write-in for governor by this conference- body, and that he will no ^ 
longer be a part of this conference;, he urged all those who were 
in agreement with him to join him in a walk-out & withdrawal from ■ 
this conference; a very large number of persons walked out of the - 
conference & many of them stood around in the lobby of the audi- 
torum conversing the matter on a personal basis. A few steped 
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"inside & some seated themselves out of anxiety to know what the 
final result will be.

Today there are 37 regional affiliates with over 80,000 members. Affiliate chapters carry the work into the local communities.

The Legislature 

Many issues affecting civil liberties arise before the 
U.S. Congress and the various state legislatures. 

ACLU has effectively supported anti-discrimination 
laws, legal assistance for the poor, the rights of 
Indian tribes and legislation to provide improved 
court procedures and reapportionment of state 
legislatures. 

We have opposed loyalty oaths, magazine and film 
censorship, constitutional amendments designed to 
cripple the U.S. Supreme Court, the use of public 
funds for sectarian schools and curbs on academic 
freedom. 

The Public Forum 

Educational efforts on behalf of the Bill of Rights 
are carried out through newspaper publicity, radio 
and TV appearances, pamphlets, and the regular 
bulletins of the ACLU. Many affiliates maintain 
active Speakers' Bureaus scheduling frequent ap- 
pearances before church, civic, service and educa- 
tional groups.
